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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The additional claim limitations were previously 
addressed, and do not distinguish the claimed invention over the prior art. Applicant contends that the prior art fails to teach, and actually 
teaches away from the limitation of "each of the plurality of parties maintains a contract state of the negotiation." Examiner respectfully 
disagrees. 

Examiner is of the opinion that the cited portion of Donahue teaches the parties "maintaining the contract state of the negotiation", and that 
Applicant has given the word "maintaining" too narrow a definition. Applicant argues that Donahue teaches away from the maintaining by 
the parties because the user retrieves data from already stated negotiations, which would not be necessary if the parties were maintaining 
the contract state. It appears Applicant is of the opinion that "maintaining the contract state" implies a physical possession of the contract 
state. It is not clear how this step would be performed, given that definition. Since the "contract state" is not a physical thing, but rather an 
abstract quality of the negotiation, it is not clear how a party would "maintain the contract state" if the maintaining required a personal 
possession of something by each party. In considering the prior art. Examiner gave "maintaining the contract state" its broadest reasonable 
interpretation to mean tracking, or following, or adhering to the state of the negotiations. According to this interpretation, the user of 
Donahue maintains the contract state by accessing the negotiating information and viewing the state of the negotiations. Examiner is of the 
opinion that the cited portions do not teach away from "maintaining a contract state" because such maintaining does not require that the 
user have possession of any file or other physical or computer implemented item. 

As such, the newly included limitations would be rejected substantially as the limitation was rejected in claim 7 of the office action dated 
March 13, 2008. 
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
